Question of Public Own- 


ership May be Settled

Chicago, April 2 —The municipal 


campaign, which closed on Monday 
night with both parties holding scores 
of meetings all over the city, was the 
most spirited fight for mayor that has 
over taken place in this city. 
The 


feeling between the candidates and 
their lieutenants became so bitter dur- 
ing the campaign 
that ' personal 


abuse" had been the issue for over 
two weeks. The weather today is 
clear and warm, and as heavy a ballot 
as a presidential election would bring 
oui is being cast. 


The streetcar question, which has 


been before the public for the past 10 
years, will be settled at the polls to- 
day if the voters of the city adopt 
by referendum vote the ordinances re- 
cently passed by the city council over 
Mayor Dunne's veto, granting 20-year 
franchises to the two stieetcar com- 
panies. 
If these oidlnances fail of 


public adoption and Mayor Dunne, the 
Democratic candidate, is re-elected, 
efforts ^ill be made at once, accord- 
ing to Mayor Dunne, to procure im- 
mediate municipal ownership of the 
street railways. The ordinances be- 
fore the perjple provide that the city on 
six months' notice may acquire the 
street railway systems tor $50,000.000. 
plus the cost of rehabilitation, which 
is to be undertaken immediately under 
(he supervision of the city engineer. 
The 
ordinances also 
provide 
for 


through routes, universal transfeis, 5- 
cent fares and the payment to the city 
of 55 per cent of the net income. The 
books of the companies aro to be open 
to the city officials. 


Several ,nonpartisan organizations 


have worked with the Republicans, 
who aru supporting Postmaster Fred 
A. Busse for major, to procure the 
adoption of the ordinances, and the 
prediction was made by the heads of 
these independent bodies that the or- 
dinances 
will 
be adopted. Mayor 


Dunne believes lhat the people want 
immediate municipal ownership and 
that they will re-elect him and reject 
the ordinances.

Vatican's New Document. 


Rome, April 2. — Work on a docu- 


ment which will point out the errors 
that have been condemned at various 
times by the popes since the syllabus 
of Pius IX, published in 1S64 is ap- 
proaching completion. Although the 
Vatican does not wish this document 
to "be called a new syllabus, it i~ evi- 
dent that the two productions will 
have much similarity and that the new 
document will cause as much discus- 
sion as did the syllabus of 1864.

voted on a candidate to stand at the 
special election to elect a successor in 
congress to William Alden Smith. G. J.

Keur Admiral Charles U. Davis, the'man whom Governor Swettenham of 


Jamaica "thanked" in the Swetteuham style, has been assigned to command 
the southern division of Rear Admiral Evans' great north Atlantic fleet. Ad- 
miral Davis Is one of the most interesting men in the navy. He was bom in 
the navy, so to speak, his father beinir Hie famous Rear Admiral Charles H.

eral! y throughout Roumania. Steps 
are being taken to deal with the bands 
of marauding peasants, who are still 
active, but it is now said that the 
peasants are abstaining from pillage 
and incendiarism. In conclusion, the 
report gays that the violent phase of 
the agrarian movement may now be 
considered over. 


Beatification of Plus IX. 


Rome, April 2.—An ecclesiastical 


"process" looking to the beatification 
and finally the canonization of Pope 
Pius IX, who was elected In 1846 and 
died in 1878, has been begun in the 
diocese of Sinigaglia, where Pope Pius 
was born, and will b« continued in the 
diocese of Imola, where he served as 
bishop. The "process" starts with in- 
quiries and the examination of wit- 
nesses. The entire proceedings are 
very long and in some cases last for a 
full centurv

WOULD SAVE LIVES AT SEA. 


Arbuckle'* Plan of Reioue With a 


Fleet of Boats. 


J"lm Arbuckle is sihout to embark in 


the life saving business along tho At- 
lantic coast and has interested Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to tbe extent of obtain- 
ing from him a letter to Congressman 
Cooks paying that Arbuckle's scheme 
seems to be excellent nnd suctpestinK 
thi,t tr Air. Cocks' InvPstlRntion veri- 
fies it the congressman will introduce 
a bill to secure federal co-operation, 
says the Washington Post. 


Mr. Arbuckle has purchased the out- 


fit of tbe North America Wrecking 
company, consisting of tbe wrecking 
boats Helen M. Field and North Amer- 
ica and a seagoing barge. His plan is 
to rescue tbe lives of those on stranded 
steamers from the sea and not from 
the land. He cites the case of the Cher- 
okee, which was stranded at Brigan- 
tine Beach in January of last year, two 
and a half miles from shore, when tbe 
fifty-six persons on board were com- 
pelled to remain seventy hours before 
tbe life savers from shore could reach 
them. Mr. Arbuckle says that many 
vessels are wrecked so far out that it 
la impossible for life lines 'to be shot 
to them, and often the surf is so high 
that lifeboats cannot be launched. 


The Arbuckle plan is to keep a fleet 


of boats ready at Sandy Hook with 
steam up to go at once to any wreck 
within, perhaps, 130 mllos. He ask<*
